arrived from Hongkong on June 6, 1939, together with 
his wife cnd until the date of his devarture on the 
s.s. "Marechal Joffre" (1/7/39) resided et Cathay 
Mensions, before leaving VuLICHINSKXY requested the 
manager to forw:rd all letters to 14 Village Road, 
Hongkong. 

It was ascertcined that during his stay in r 
Shanghai, VELICHINSKY frequently received large sums 
of money rumoured to have been brought to him by a 
Chinese employed by the Japanese Naval Landing Party 
in Hongkew,. 

Although ViLICHINSKY had made it known that he 
was in Shenghei for a holiday, it hes been ascertained 
that he hed quite a lot of deals with Japunese persons 
and bought severel ponies for the purpose of transporting 
them to Hongkong where he is believed to be a horse- 
trainer in the employ of an influential Chinese, 

During these transactions VELICHINSKY made the 
ecquaintance of two Japanese, one of them being 
Mr. ISHIKAWA, employee of the Great Eastern Trading 
Company, 150 Kiukiang Road, who speaks Russian, the 
other is Mr. ISHINAGA or YQSHINAGA, both men reside at 
Room 6, 2 Quinsan Gardens. 

Through the medium of these two men VELICHINSKY 
was introduced to a member of the Japanese Intelligence 
Office who asked him to act as an agent for Japan in 


Hongkong, later VELICHINSKY was provided with a question- 
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naire written in russian, the nature of the enouiries 
relating to cefence measures etc. in the British Colony 
at Hongxong,. 

Discreet encuiries mde among Russian employees 
et the Race-course elicited that another horse deeler 
Aron PRIIMISKY, 240 Route Tenant de la Tour, who had 
et sone time previous to VELICHINSKY's -rvrival in 
Shenghai negotiated with the J:venese for the purvose 
of buying horses, had been errested by Japanese Militzery 
Authorities and detiined for a period of six or seven 
days during which time ne was repeatedly asked whether 
he knew a Mr. VELICHINSKY who was a horse desler in 
Hongkong. Mr. PREJENSKY was later interviewed and 
ststed thet such wes the case end that he had been 
informed that a Dr. KAHN, a friend of VELICHINSKY, head 


at sometime been arrested by Chinese Military Authorities 


but had been released,when asked whether this information | 


was from « reliable source or if he had any means of 
substentiating it, he replied that he had not, that it 
was only whet he had heard, 

Owing to the fact that VELICHINSKY's stay in 
Shanghai was so short, and that enquiries respecting his 


two associates so difficult, no further information is

Coming from Horigkong with his wife, 
Z. VELITCHINSKY, Russian emigrant aged 29, arrived 
in Shanghai on June 6. He resided at Room 910, 
Cathay Mansions. 
VELITCHINSKY, a horse dealer, came to 
Shanghai to purchase colts for the Hongkong Race 
Course. He returned to the Colony on August 1, 
1939 in the s.s. “Marechal Joffre.* 
According to information from a foreign source, 
VELITCHINSKY, during the course of his stay in Shanghai, 
contacted one of the Japanese Intelligence Offices and 
was given a job of work to do in Hongkong. 
wk He contacted this Intelligence Office through 
“ yu¥ the medium of two Japanese. One of them, ISHIKAWA, 
speaks Russian; he is employed with the Great Eastern 
Trading Company, 150 Kiukiang Road. The other man is 
C. Sp. de. ISHINAGA. Both of them reside at Room bd & Quinsen 
b. al Gardens.
